picked up somewhere along the 
way. Where they got on or off 
was unknown. 


The aircraft is a $250,000 tur- 


bojet which had been used as a 
company plane by the Lehigh 
Cement Co. and was being of- 
fered for sale. 


Pilot Sherrell D. Roberts said 


the young thief came to look at 
it last week and said he would be 
back. 


A man who identified himself 


as an airplane broker called the 
airport Friday and said the 
young man 
had 
bought the 


plane. 


A few hours later, the mys- 


tery man showed up at the field, 
boarded 
the plane and 
flew 


away. 


He next appeared at Fort 


Lauderdale where, authorities 
said, he bought gasoline with a 
bogus credit card and filed a 
flight plan for San Juan. 


His next known stop was at 


Grand Turk Island, about 350 
miles northwest of San Juan. 


Air Force personnel at a U.S. 


base there refueled the plane, 
and, after the pilot remarked 
that he wasn't exactly sure of 
the way to Puerto Rico, pointed 
him in the right direction. Air- 
men said the pilot by then had 
acquired four 
Spanish-looking 


passengers. 


Some hours later the plane 


showed up in Caracas, Venezue- 
la, about 500 miles south of San 
Juan. The pilot used his bogus 
credit card again for more gas, 
and headed north. 


This time he landed at an 


abandoned airport outside of 
San Juan. He abandoned the 
airplane and has not been seen 
since. 


Meanwhile, the airmen

Plant Cuff to 
Four Day Week 
in Colorado

LITTLETON, Colo. (AP) - 


Paul Patterson's Jeep is parked 
outside, ready for three days of 
"snow-busting" 
in 
the high 


Rockies overlooking this fash- 
ionable Denver suburb. Lori 
Coffelt is looking forward to 
three days with her children. 
Executive Gorge Gregory has 
a golf date Friday, and plans to 
finish paneling his basement 
playroom the rest of the week- 
end. 


"Rest 
of 
the 
weekend?" 


Right. 


Come 4 p.m. every Thursday, 


Paul, Lori, George and 450 other 
employes of C. A. Norgren Co., 
walk out of their modern plant, 
drive through the landscaped 
grounds and begin a three-day 
weekend. 


Norgren's employes put in 37 


hours a week at work. But it's 
spread over four work days, not 
five. 


A United Steelworkers union 


survey shows Norgren is one of 
at least 27 companies—employ- 
ing a total of some 6,500 people 
—that now have a four day 
work week in one form or anoth- 
er. 


The four-day week, a dream 


of most every working man and 
the goal of many unions, is just 
one of many innovations adopt- 
ed by Norgren, a manufacturer 
of air processing systems which 
prides itself as a long-time lead- 
er in industrial relations. 


Profit sharing came 25 years 


ago. Pleasant working condi- 
tions and music piped through 
the airy lunchroom are other in- 
novations. So's the landscaping 
around the sprawling two-story 
brick and stone building. 


The $15-million-a-year family- 


owned company instituted the 
four-day week on Aug. 31. It 
meant going from a traditional 
40-hour week to 37 hours, and 
amounted to an hourly salary 
increase of 7% per cent. 


The company says applica- 


tions for employment jumped 
300 per cent the week after the 
announcement, and have held at 
that level since. 


"It's kind of early to tell just 


what economic effect it's having 
on us," said George Gregory, 
head of Norgren's advertising 
and marketing. "We get the 
general feeling we will be able 
to maintain or increase our pro- 
duction." He said a detailed 
study of the economic impact 
had not been completed. 


The great majority of the em- 


ployes like it, he said, although 
"there were a few grumbles 
about the long hours." 


The plant runs two shifts, the 


day shift from 7 a.m. to 5 p.m. 
Monday 
through Wednesday, 


and 7 a.m. to 4 p.m. on Thurs- 
day. That's 37 hours, with a half 
hour for lunch. The night shift 
comes on at 5 p.m. and works 
through 3 a.m. except on Thurs- 
day when the shift ends at 2 
a.m. 


With a degree of pride, Grego- 


ry said unions had attempted to 
establish themselves at Norgren 
twice in the past. "They weren't 
successful," he said. 


One immediate asset from the 


innovation, he said, was the 
problem of shipping. 


"Now," Gregory said, "we 


are ready to ship Thursday aft- 
ernoon, instead of Friday." The 
crates of valves, filters and oth- 
er 
products 
which Norgren 


makes to protect air operated 
equipment, are picked up from 
the loading dock Thursday and 
reach the express agency in 
downtown Denver that evening. 
"That means they leave town 
early Friday," Gregory said, 
"and frequently are delivered to 
our customers by Monday." 


Before the four-day week, he 


said, shipments did not leave 
the city until Monday. Most of 
Norgren's domestic customers 
are on the East Coast or in Cali- 
fornia, he said, "and that two 
days makes a difference." 


Suppliers, on the other hand, 


have found that they must make 
deliveries 
Monday 
through 


Thursday. 


Employes agreed 
generally 


that the third day off was ex- 
pensive. "It cost me money," 
Gregory said, noting he had 
purchased two suits on a recent 
Friday. "We have more time to 
spend money," Patterson ex- 
plained.

Dennis Weaver 
played Abe Lincoln's 
father.

Revolution 
HOLLYWOOD — (NEA) - 


The word "replication" has 
been in the dictionary a 
long time, but it has largely 
been overlooked. It means, 
in a secondary definition, a 
copy. And it's a word that 
this town, and perhaps the 
general public, will hear a 
lot in the future. 


The video cassette people 


are the ones who are using 
it, with good reason. Video 
cassettes —devices whereby 
you'll be able to show your 
own choice of films over 
your own TV sets—are very 
important in Hollywood's fu- 
ture. 


But the problem today is 


that nobody knows for sure 
which one of several sys- 
tems—Ampex, Avco, CBS, 
Norelco, RCA, Sony—will be 
the generally accepted one. 
Or if, as is more likely, two 
or three of these will sur- 
vive. Each of the systems 
employs different hardware 
—size and shape of cassette 
and type of tape. 


That's where "replication" 


comes in. 


"You'll hear the word a 


lot," says Tom McDermott, 
RCA's vice-president in 
charge of SelectaVision (its 
brand of cassette hardware) 
programing. "The 
several 


cassette systems of the vari- 
ous manufacturers are not 
compatible. If you have an 
RCA SelectaVision system 
and get a CBS EVR cas- 
sette, you won't be able to 
play it. But it is possible, 
through replication, to copy 
a film and make it over so 
it fits another system." 


This is the first time in its 


long history, as far as Mc- 
Dermott knows, that RCA is 
planning to do its own pro- 
duction. The giant has gen- 
erally made equipment and 
let NBC or other subsidi- 
aries create programs. But 
now they have hired McDer- 
mott, who used to run Four 
Star, to produce cassettes.

Goalby Wins 
Heritage 
Golf Classic

(AP) — Bob Goalby won but — 
for the third time in as many 
years—the attention centered 
elsewhere. 


The stocky, steady veteran 


won the 1968 Masters when Ro- 
berto de Vicenzo was disquali- 
fied from a tie for first for sign- 
ing an incorrect scorecard, and 
de Vicenzo got the attention. 


Goalby won the 1969 Robinson 


Open, the same weekend that 
Lee Trevino blew a five stroke 
lead and Billy Casper won the 
rich Alcan. 


Trevino-Casper-Alcan got the 


attention. 


And Sunday the grey-eyed 39- 


year-old 
Goalby 
won 
the 


$100,000 Heritage Golf Classic, 
only to have the spotlight stolen 
by 20-year-old I*mny Wadkins, 
who became the fretamateur 
in six years to finish as high as 
second in a professional event. 


Goalby, a 
14-year veteran, 


saved the pride of the touring 
pros when he fired a final round 
66, five under par on the double 
tough Harbour Town golf links, 
and finished with a 72 hole total 
of 280 for his 10th tour victory. 


Wadkins, a 20-year-old Wake 


Forest student and the current 
national 
amateur 
champion, 


was alone in second 
at 284, 


matching par on the oceanside 
layout. He had a final round 68 
and was in contention for the 
top spot until he took a double 
bogey six on the llth hole. 


From then on., it was all 


Goalby. But it was the first time 
since Jim Grant took second in 
the 1964 Hartford Open that an 
amateur had finished so high in 
a regular tour event. 


And there seemed to be little 


doubt that Wadkins, who is at- 
tending school on a scholarship 
furnished 
by Arnold Palmer, 


will, eventually, turn pro. He 
has a year to go in school. 


Steve Melnyk, the hulking, 


23-year-old 
former 
amateur 


champ from Jacksonville, Fla., 
also was in contention until he 
ran afoul on the backside, shoot- 
ing a 40 to 77. He finished at 290. 


Bert Yancey, who shared the 


third round lead with Melnyk, 
had even more trouble, shooting 
an 80 for 293. 


Palmer, the defending cham- 


pion, never really got it going 
and took a 71 for 286 and a tie 
for third with Bob Murphy and 
Billy Maxwell. Murphy had a 70 
and Maxwell a 71. Phil Rodgers 
and Jack Lewis tied at 287. 


Jack Nicklaus was never in 


contention. He was well back 
with a 73 for 291 and called it 
quits for the year. 


"Only the players know what 


a great course this is," Goalby 
said. "And winning on a course 
like this, well, it gives you a 
mental ... a feeling ... I don't 
know what it is, but it's nice."

earth and adequate external 
pressure against the body. 
We live in an 
atmosphere 


that exerts 15 pounds of pres- 
sure over every square inch 
of our body. The body needs 
about five pounds of pres- 
sure to keep from losing gas 
dissolved in the blood and 
tissues of the body. The gas 
can form small bubbles that 
are 
painful 
or even 
life- 


threatening. W i t h o u t pres- 
sure, you could not even 
supply oxygen to the body. 


Because the moon has only 


one-sixth of our gravity, the 
human body weighs only one- 
sixth as much as it does on 
earth. We believe this means 
the bones, particularly in the 
legs, would grow longer on 
the moon. Rats raised under 
the influence of a large grav- 
ity force, have s h o r t e r. 
stronger legs. These experi- 
m e n t s were accomplished 
with a large c e n t r i f u g e . 


Hence the idea of tall moon 
men. 


Since the body would be 


relatively light, the muscles 
would be long but nof 
as 


large or well-developed as 
those of earth creatures like 
us. 


The circulation and other 


functions would be much like 
ours, only the reflexes would 
respond to a smaller stimu- 
lus than ours do. Most of 
these mechanisms 
can be 


changed by the body any- 
way, just like changing from 
bed rest to being up and ac- 
tive. 


If a moon man came to 


earth, he would indeed have 
trouble. It would be as

your body suddenly weighed 
six times as much. He would 
have trouble running or mov- 
ing around easily. He cer- 
tainly couldn't compete well 
in the Olympics. After suffi- 
c i e n t time to d e v e l o p 


stronger muscles and bones, 
he would be able to move 
normally on earth. 


He would also have trouble 


with our bacteria and organ- 
isms, since he would not 
have developed any immu- 
nity against them. His body 
defenses a g a i n s t infection 
would be poor without a well- 
developed mechanism to de- 
velop natural r e s i s t a n c e 
against infection. He might 
be a lot like the people who 
have luid their i in in u n e 
mechanism d e s t r o y e d for 
heart transplants. Then he 
might have trouble with our 
pollution. 


In fact, he might just pre- 


fer to stay on his moon.

204.7 Million 
Population Hope 
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WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


Census Bureau, releasing final 
figures on the 1970 census, said 
today the total population of the 
United States as of April 1 was 
204,765,770. 


The figure includes U.S. serv- 


icemen stationed abroad and 
federal employes overseas. 


As a result of the new census, 


California will gain five seats in 
the House of Representatives. 


Representation in the House is 


based on population. 


The bureau said the five-seat 


gain by California will move it 
into the lead among the states 
and in House representation, 
with 43 members. 


New York will lose two seals 


as a result of the census, drop- 
ping it to second place with 39 
representatives. 


Also gaining seats are Flori- 


da, three; and Arizona, Colora- 
do, and Texas, one each. 


Pennsylvania will lose two 


seats and Alabama, Iowa, North 
Dakota, Ohio, Tennessee, West 
Virginia and Wisconsin will lose 
one each.

House seats will be effective 
with the 93rd Congress which 
convenes in January 1973.

service in Vietnam when the 
limitation would have applied. 


Lopez filed suit in Clark Coun- 


ty Circuit Court to recover for 
damages to his personal prop- 
erty and injuries to his wife and 
child. 


His wife and child were in- 


jured when his car, driven by 
Mrs. Lopez, was involved in a 
collision with another automo- 
bile Aug. 12, 1967. The driver of 
the other car, James B. Wald- 
rum, was killed.

ton welcomed the frail 73-year- 
old Pope at the Sydney airport, 
saying: "Many of us have ad- 
mired your fortitude in the ex- 
tensive travels you have under- 
taken in the old world and the 
new." 


The self-proclaimed "apostle 


on the move," Pope Paul now 
has visited every continent dur- 
ing his 7Vz years in the Holy See 
except Antarctica. 


His arrival in Sydney followed 


a gruelling 20 hours during 
which he flew 5,000 miles from 
Manila to Samoa, made appear- 
ances in American Samoa and 
the new independent nation of 
Western Samoa and then flew 
2,400 miles to Australia. By 
crossing the International Date 
Line twice, he left Manila Satur- 
day night, arrived in Samoa 
early Sunday, then got to Aus- 
tralia Sunday night. 


A spokesman said the pontiff 


was "very tired" when he left 
Manila, but he slept all the way 
to Samoa and stepped briskly 
and refreshed from his char- 
tered Italian jetliner at Pago 
Pago.

senger Corp., commonly called 
Railpax, will assume manage- 
ment May 1 of medium and long 
distance 
passenger runs un- 


wanted by the nation's rail- 
roads. Commuter trains are not 
included. 


"Railpax is a way of revitaliz- 


ing passenger service at a lower 
level than now but saving some- 
thing we can build on in the fu- 
ture," said Carl L. Lyon, acting 
chief of the Federal Railroad 
Administration. 


"There will be fewer intercity 


trains than the current 376 but 
those remaining will be a great 
deal better," he said in an inter- 
view. 


The trains, Lyon said, will be 


cleaner and newer, run faster 
and on time and include more 
sleeping and dining accommo- 
dations. 


In addition, he said, the na- 


tional system will allow better 
connecting service and compu- 
terized 
ticketing, 
information 


and reservations. 


"We hope to attract some of 


those who are now flying or 
driving between cities by the 
comfort and high speed," Lyon 
said.

BERLIN ( A P ) — Communist 


party and government leaders 
of the Soviet bloc will meet in 
East Berlin, probably later this 
week. 


ADN, the East German news 


agency, and Pravda, the Soviet 
Communist party newspaper, 
announced today that "leaders 
of fraternal parties and the gov- 
ernments of the states of the 
Warsaw Pact will be held in 
Berlin in the beginning of De- 
cember."
